several years ago and even 
drew the 
attention of the State Board of H ealth 
to m atters in 
G ettysburg 
so 
th a t a 
representative was sent bore to 
make 
an investigation.The result of bis visit 
was never made public. 
Mr. 
Marvin 
takes exception to alleged 
unsanitary 
conditions as be claim s to have found 
them in some of 
the local hotels and 
says regarding the town in 
bis letter 
to Burgess H o ltz w o rth : 


" I have been a visitor in your city 
several time*. 
It is a 
favorite trip 
w ith me to go to 
G ettysburg in my 
automobile, taking some of my friends 
w ith me who 
have never visited that 
historic spot and 
allow them to have 
the 
opportunity 
of 
going 
over 
the battlefield. Several tim es previous 
to this upon 
returning from 
G ettys­ 
burg, I have taken it upon myself 
to 
call the attention of your chamber i f 
commerce, your b a u d of tiade, new s­ 
papers, botel keepers, and 
bewith a u ­ 
thorities to 
tbe untidy 
condition of 
the city. 
You have a very nice public 
sq u a re an d it looks as 
though burses 
were stabled there and tbe stable had 
not been cleaned. 


“ G ettysburg is a beautiful city, you 
have thousands of visitors, 
and why 
you allow your city to tie in such an 
unhealthy, unsanitary 
condition, 
in 
these modern times is 
som ething 
be­ 
yond tbe 
understanding of 
not only 
myself and my guests but other people 
I have met who have visited your bis 
tor ic spot. 


I understand it is the expectation 
to have there a yeat 
from now many 
thousands of tbe old 
soldiers and let 
me plead for them th a t 
your city te 
cleaned 
Let there be 
public 
foua 
tains in the streets where 
a man can 
get a drink of gtod cool w ater 
That 
water shall be free and abundant and 
that public conveniences 
for human 
kind tie amply picvided and let horses 
tie stabled somewhere other than in 
the public square and in tbe streets ”

lloudburst Ooes $2,000,000 


Damage In Denver. 


TWO 
DEAD, 
TWO 
MISSIN6 


Hundred* of People Were Marooned 
and Scores of Small Dwellings Were 
Washed Away. 


Denver, Colo., July 16.—Two dead, 
live injured, two missing and property 
damage of at least. $2,OOO,OLK) were the 
far ts in connection with the cloudburst 
hare. 
The dead are: Frank Hill and Mrs. 
Lydia Bickford, aged eighty five years. 
The missing are: Zee Wallace and 
Albert Clay. 
The great city auditorium Is a refu­ 
gee camp. 
Six hundred of the homo- 
lees are congregated there. They are 
being fed by the 
city. 
Twenty-five 
children from six months to six years 
old, whose parents may have been 
lost, are in the care of a police ma­ 
tron. 
Practically the entire residence dis­ 
trict from Broadway east to the city 
limits for blocks on each side and from 
Broadway to the Platte river between 
Thirteenth street and Seventh ave­ 
nue was two feet deep In water. 
The flood is without parallel In the 
history of the city. Had it not been 
for a note of warning sounded over 
the telephone from an unknown source 
to the city hall Just before the crest 
of the flood reached the city hundreds 
could not have escaped death. Many 
tied in their night clothes, and It is be­ 
lieved that many more were caught in 
the flood while sleeping. 
The crest of the cloudburst was pre­ 
ceded by a storm with a wind velocity 
of forty eight miles an hour. In a two 
hours' hard rain the streets and sew­ 
ers were flooded, the tramway lines 
were 
out of 
commission, hundreds 
were marooned in the parks around 
the city and fifty miles of city roadway 
was destroyed. Then came a lull of 
four hours, during which the car lines 
were returning to schedule. 
At about 9.30 o’clock the cry of 
warning of the touting flood reached 
the city hall and Mayor Arnold. With­ 
in thirty minutes a wall of water many 
feet high descended on the city from 
Cherry 
creek, which flows through 
the 
Country club grounds, passing 
within five blocks of the city hall, the 
county hospital, the West Side court, 
out to the South Platte, five miles 
distant. 
it ripped out the com rete walls 
that (-on ti tied it for two miles, do­ 
gtrotted bridges and hundreds of small 
dwellings, driving the occupants from 
their homes or to roofs, from which 
they were rescued by members of the 
police and tire departments. 
Hundreds of sttectators, cut off from 
retreat by the Hood, were rescued by 
volunteers. 
Wagon atter wagon wus 
driven Into the flood to return with 
women and children in drenched night 
dress. Those who insisted on saving 
their effects were dragged from their 
homes. 
Reaching the Union Station, the tor 
rent rushed three feet deep through 
tile yard, putting out locomotive flies, 
marooning seevral hundred passengers 
aud closing the city to incoming or 
outgoing traffic, in half au hour miles 
of tramway lines were put out of com 
mission, while a sewer undermined, 
broke aud flooded Capitol Hill, the 
aristocratic section of the city. 
The 
cellars of the downtown stores and 
bo*els were flooded. A geueiul call to 
physicians met with speedy response. 
As the ti cm >d was at its re c e d in g 
point the parties organized during the 
night by Mayor Arnold 
began the 
work of surveying the damage and aid 
mg the victims.

Chief of Brotherhood Declarea Work­ 
ing Life of Men Is Only Eleven 
Years. 


New York, July 16. — The case of 
the locomotive engineers on fifty-two 
of the railroads whose territory is east 
of Chicago and north of the Norfolk 
& Western railway, who demand an 
increase of wages aggregating $7,500,- 
000 a year, was opened before a board 
of 
arbitration 
which is conducting 
hearings at the Oriental hotel, Man­ 
hattan Beach. 
It is recognized that the task which 
the commission has undertaken is a 
colossal one, for the reason that its 
decision hinges not only on the ques­ 
tion at issue, but also whether the 
firemen on these same roads, as well 
as other employes, shall achieve their 
demands, which will be many times as 
great. 
The engineers at first voted to strike 
when their demands were rejected, but 
finally agreed to arbitrate. Both sides 
agreed to accept the decision of the 
commission. 
When the proceedings opened War­ 
ren H. Stone, grand 
chief 
of 
the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
said that he and M. W. Cadie would 
present the demands of the men. The 
railroads named the following to de 
fend their stand: B. A. Worthington, 
president of the Chicago it Alton: O. 
F. Butterfield, general counsel for the 
New York Central; Francis J. Cowan, 
counsel for the Pennsylvania, and G. 
E. Brownell, the Erie’s lawyer. 
Mr. Stone opened, outlining the case 
of the men and reviewing the negotia 
Dons between the men and the rail 
roads up to the time of the reaching 
of an agreement to arbitrate. 
The first vpeciflc demand to be taken 
up was that fixing the pay of engineers 
on passenger trains at $4.40 a day 
for engines with twenty-lncb cylinders 
and $4 (IO on engines with cylinders of 
greater diameter. The next clause re­ 
lated to electric service, and here the 
engineers demand that whenever any 
part of the system is changed from 
steam to electric or other 
motive 
power, the locomotive engineers shall 
he retained and that their pay shall 
he the same 
“We propose to operate the trans 
potation 
engines of 
this country, 
whatever the motive power Is,” said 
Mr. Stone 
very emphatically, “and 
later on, when you change to airships. 
we intend to operate them.” 
In reply to questions, he said that 
he regarded the responsibilities, the 
requirements and the dangers of the 
electric engineer as equally as great 
as thoes of the locomotive engineer. 
He pointed out that the engineer 
must [kiss a rigid examination and be 
pronounced physically perfect before 
he Is given charge of an engine 
Insurance 
statistics 
showed, 
Mr. 
Stone 
continued, that the average 
working life of a locomotive engineer 
it only eleven yearn and aeveu days, 
and he added that if a man has only 
that much labor to sell he should be 
paid more than the living wags.

Stockholm. Sweden, July 14. — The 
fifth renewal of the Olympic games 
came to a clo.-e in a blase of glory for 
the Americans. 
The team representing Old Glory 
captured the international garnet with 
scores 
to 
spare and made U five 
straight Olympiads. 
The feature of the last events was 
the winning of the Decathlon by James 
Thorpe, a “real American.” Thorpe is 
an American Indian and wears the 
colors of the Carlisle Indian school. 
Thorpe had previously won the Pen 
tathlon, and when he swept the Star 
Spangled Banner to victory again the 
great stadium rang with cheers. 
The United States scored nearly aa 
many Olympic pointe in purely track 
and field events as all the other na 
tic ne combined At the comJMftan of 
the games the Stars and Stripes led 
with a total of 85 points, wheres*, the 
scores of all the other callous com 
bined aggregated only 89 
Finland 
steed next to America with 21. 
In two of the leading events yester 
day, namely the 1600 meters race end 
the I>e< albion. the United States se 
cured first place, while in the 800 me­ 
ters swimming final, which was cai 
rled off by Australia, the United States 
was second, thus scoring altogether 8 
pointe 
Sweden added 19 points to ber to­ 
tal; Finland. 13 points; england. 6 
points; Germany, 5 points; Australia, 
3 points; France, 2 points, and Italy, I. 
In the cross-country race of 80©«' 
meters (about five miles), which was 
partly an individual and partly a team 
race, ll Kolebmainen, the noted Finn 
runner, came In easily first, but his 
team was placed after that of Sweden 
la the team rate. 
King Gustave formally presented tbs 
Olympic prises to the victorious ath­ 
letes of all nations There was a pic­ 
turesque scene in the stadium as the 
democratic monarc h shook the band of 
every men who had won a first place 
la the contest 
The crowu prince awarded aecoad 
prizes, while thirds were given to the 
lucky men by Prince Charles. 
The Americans, by virtue of winning 
the Olympic championship, were the 
first in the line that marched before 
the three members of Sweden's royal 
bout**. 
Ralph Craig, who led the line, re­ 
ceived two gold medals and the laarel 
crown from tbs king. 
Meredith and 
Reidpeth were next, followed by the 
lesser point winners among the Amer­ 
icans. Jackson, the BriUeh speed art­ 
ist, led the English athletes. 
The arena fairly shook with cheers 
When McArthur, the lanky South Afri­ 
can policeman, was awarded the Mara­ 
thon trophy. 
James Thorpe, the American Indian, 
winner of the Pentathlon and Decath­ 
lon, was 
crowned with two 
laurel 
wreaths and given 
two trophies so 
large that he could Bot carry them. 
Gloom was cast over the spectators 
and participants in the Olympic games 
when It became known that the only 
Portuguese runner in Sunday’s his­ 
toric Marathon race, F. Lasara, had 
died in the hospital. He suffered from 
sunstroke during th# race and fell out 
at Silferdal on the return journey, af­ 
ter running nineteen miles. 
A squad of boy scouts who were pa­ 
trolling the course to help any run­ 
ners in distress picked up the Portu­ 
guese and telephoned for an ambu­ 
lance. In the meantime Lasara was 
taken unconscious to a medical sta­ 
tion, several of which had been erect­ 
ed along the course. From there an 
ambulance transported him to Stock 
holm.
